people tremble momentarily in doubt about her navy. Von Weddigen is univ thirty-two years of ago. 
Von Weddigen was 2 (H) miles from his base of 
supplies, having traveled most of that distance under water, when lie sighted the three cruisers. 
Ile found them in a triangle, and after taking a last 


sight at them dove. 
He worked between them, within less than a mile of each. 
From ti depth of about twelve feet lie loosed a torpedo at one ship, 
which he later learned was the Aboukir.

LAS! IS AT A 


T w o hundred and eleven carlo ad s of cedar logs 
destined to be m anufactured into lead pencils and 
penholders were shipped from Sisson station, Siski­ 
you County, during the logging season th at closed 
this week. 
The lot scaled 215,000 board feet. The 
cedar passes through sixty-five h a n d s before the pen­ 
cil is completed. 
These h andlings include sawing, 
drying, grading, sorting and shaping. 
At San L ean­ 
dro th e tim ber is sawed into slabs one-eighth of an 
inch thick, or half the thick n ess of a lead pencil, 
two an d one-half inches wide an d the length of a 
lead pencil. 
T he prize of $100 offered by th e American Genetic 
Association for photograph of the largest nut bearing 
tree in the United States, is to go to Sutter Coun­ 
ty, for in the center of Yuba city is to be found w hat 
has been characterized by ex p erts who have visited 
there from all parts of the world, as the largest nut 
tree in existence. 
The tree is in the yard of Airs. 
G. B 
Lyman and is said to be IOO years old. It 
m easures IOO feet in height, is sixteen and a half feet 
in circum ference and has a sp read of 128 feet. It 
produces a big crop of black w alnuts every year. 
The M autner walnut is a v ariety which has just 
been discovered by Jacob M autner, a grower of Yuba 
City, 
'bhe nut, both in size, quality and quantity 
defeats all other varieties. 
T h e first crop taken oft 
the trees measures on an a v era g e two and one-half 
to th ree indies in length and nearly two inches in 
circumference. 
The nut is m eaty and of excellent 
flavor. 
T he three-thousand-acre alfalfa field of the Crock- 
er-H tiff man Land and W ater Company just north 
of Merced, which already w as the largest alfalfa 
field in the San Joaquin valley, was enlarged this 
week by the purchase by the company from G. C. 
Jones of 398 acres imm ediately adjoining the tract. 
T he additional acreage will be put into alfalfa at 
once. 
C alifornia’s first prune orchard was planted in 1870. 
At the present date 135,000 acres in the State are 
covered with prune trees. T he crop from this acreage 
brings to the growers $1,OOO,OOO every month. 65 per 
cent of the dried prunes consum ed annually through­ 
out the W orld is produced in California. 
D am ages from forest tires in California during this 
year aggregated $76,524. 
Out of 1234 fires, 1024 were 
put out before they had reached IO acres in size, 
662 being extinguished before they had burned an 
area of IOO feet square. 
Lee Cantrell, who lives in the big bend of the 
Bitt, in Shasta County, holds th e season’s record for 
near killing.

Away back in 1907 there was a panic. 
Most peo­ 
ple recall this fact, tor ait that time 
the clearing 
houses of the country issued what was called clear­ 
ing house scrip. 
Interior banks held far above the 
legal limit of 15 per cent reserves. 
The 
interior 
banks in the East at that time in refusing credit 
complained that they could not get the money they 
had on deposit in New York, but at the same time 
they held millions of dollars above reserve require­ 
ments. 
As an instance of the 
difficulties 
under 
which New York banks then labored there is re­ 
called, says the Wall Street Journal, the experience 
of one of the largess banks w+th a large bank of an 
important Interior center. Coming to New York at 
the height of the panic, the president of the interior 
bank declared he absolutely must 
have currency. 
Conditions in his section, he said, were deplorable! 
There was no money to move the crops, and busi- 
*7te«r of"UTT Ultras was at a standstill because of the 
ktf k of currency. 
“if that’s so,” the banker was told, "you shall have 
all the money you need,” But the New York bank 
was suspicious and told the interior banker to come 
'hack In an hour. Meanwhile, getting into communi­ 
cation by wire with the interior town, the New York 
bank learned that its correspondent had a reserve 
of 45 per ce n t When the interior banker returned, 
ha was told that his money w as ready for him 
Not 
only WM the money he asked for waiting for him. 
but all the money be had on deposit in the batik. 
‘•’But I can get along without all the money,” he 
•said. 
-‘We know that,” was the reply. 
“You can get 
"Xiong without any of it. But you’re going to take it 
The account is closed.” 
The account remains 
citaed to this day. 
Both that banker and other interior hankers were 
needlessly alarmed in 1907. 
Many interior bankers 
have been needlessly alarmed this year, though the 
alarm has not permeated many of the interior banks. 
Bankera deciare that in the crisis of 1907, a number 
of country bankers boasted of having a 60 to 75 per 
cent reserve, while their New York correspondents 
had to pay a premium for gold. It is pointed out that 
the Comptroller’s statement of the condition of na­ 
tional banks, on December 3, 1907, showed that while 
the central reserve city banks had a deficit in their 
reserves of $32,397,690, and the reserve city banks 
had a deficit of $3,503,000, the country banks were 
carrying a surplus of $103,752,000 on that occasion.

Coal Production in United States 
Coal production in the United States during the 
year 1913 reached a total of 570,048,125 tons valued 
at $760,488,785 compared with a production in 1912 
of 534,466,580 tons valued at $695,606,071. These are 
the figures of the United States Geological Survey. 
Of this enormous tonnage bituminous coal and 
lignite furnished 478,523,203 tons valued at the mines 
at $1.18 per ton, a total value of $565,307,658. This 
output was the work of 571,899 employes who devoted 
232 days in its production. 
Pennsylvania Authracite production for the year 
aggregated 91,524,922 tons valued at the mines at 
$2.13 per ton, a total of $195,181,127. Miners who pro­ 
duced this tonnage numbered 175,745 who worked 257 
days in the year.

Five and Ten Cent Stores 
While there has been a general complaint through­ 
out the country that business was barely holding It* 
own or, rather was running behind during the period 
since the breaking out of the war in Europe, the 
five and ten cent stores have not otily held theft* 
own but report increases. For illustration the sales 
in the 730 stores of the F. W, Woolworth Company 
showed an increase in August of 1.5 per cent pver 
August of last year-ae* in Septem ber 6.3' per cent 
over September of last year. For the nine month* of ■ 
this calendar year their sales amounted to $46,718,- 
706 compared with $43,845,173 in .the same period in 
1913, an increase of 6.5 per cent. 


Free Coinage of Silver 
United States Consul General Handley at Lima, 
Peru, writes the State Department as follow* regard­ 
ing the financial conditions in Peru: 
“The Government of Peru, by a resolution dated 
August 27, 1914, authorized the national mint, for a 
period of 30 days, to coin in soles ($0.48) and half­ 
soles ($0.24) any silver that is brought to the mint 
by individuals, charging only IO per cent for coining 
the silver, the Government reserving the right to 
increase the rate for coinage and costs after a period 
of 30 days. 
This commendable measure was prob­ 
ably taken to alleviate to some small degree the un­ 
fortunate financial stress in which the country finds 
itself at the present time, due largely to the tempo­ 
rary closing of all the principal banks of the country, 
which has had the effect of decreasing the circula­ 
tion of silver coin and causing the withdrawal or 
considerable gold coin frbm general circulation." 


Installing Great Pumps 
Four giant pumps, each weighing 110 tons ate 
being installed on the pipe line of the Producers 
Transportation Company. The fly wheel of each' puipp 
weighs twelve tons. The pumps were manufactured 
in Buffalo, N. Y. and shipped here via the Panama 
Canal. 
They are located at Junction, thirty miles 
west of McKtttrick; at Shandon, at Creston and at 
Antelope. 
The distance from Maricopa to Avila Is 
approximately 140’ miles. Within the past year the 
Producers’ Transportation Company has laid a sec­ 
ond line from its Olig station, two arid one-half mile! 
north of MeKittrick, to Junction, where it connects 
with the main line from the Coalinga oil field. From 
Junction the line extends over the Coast Range and 
across thp plains to the wafers of; tho Pacific.
